How One Man Makei? a Urine by Buying 


Canadian Money* 


All through that part of the country 


(northern Ohio) there is a discount of 20 
cents ou every Cauadian dollar. Of 
course Canadian money is not as much 
in circulation as is the legal tender of 
the United States, but there was enough 
for his purpose. A man advertised in all 
surrounding country towns that he 
would redeem Canadian money for 90 
cents ou tlio dollar. It was some time 
before he liad any results from this ad- 
vertising. It was like the man who 
stood ou London bridge at midnight and 
offered to give away sovereigns!'People 
laagbijd at. him. The farmers were shy. 
They thought it was a swindling game 
of some kind and left him severely 
alone. One day a man came in with $10 
Canadian money. It was of all shapes 
and sines from the 5 cent piece that 
looks like a dime to a dollar bill drawn 
on the Bank of Montreal. If he-had 
spent it, he could have secured $8 worth 
of goods for it. My man gave him nine 
big silver dollars in United States mon- 
ey for it. Before the week was out he 
had exchanged United States dollars for 
$350 worth of Canadian money. This 
would give him a profit of $25 wherever 
Canada money is as good as our. own. 


From that time on the business grad- 


ually increased, until today he averages 
about $150 a week. Instead of having 
the farmers come to him he goes to 
them and buys their accumulated sav- 
i.ugs of Canada coin. : They1 are all hig. 
customers and know him well in the five 
years they, have done business together. 
"Are yon not afraid of competition in 
yotfr business ju case it becomes gener- 
ally known5" I asked. "No," said he, 
"you 
Hetrj'H -requires a comparatively 


largo umpuut' of money as u starting 
capital. Thau I have to have men in the 
frontier cities who will give ine United 
States money fur my Canada currency. 
I generally take n trip twice a year to 
Detroit, Cleveland, Chicago and Buffalo, 
where I make these exchanges. All this 
requires years of preparation, and no 
outsider could step in and make ex- 
changes with my patrons, as they have 
all 
i he money they can handle now, 


evtu nt a 2 per cent commission ou the 
dollar.''—Buffalo Express.

FOREIGN LEGATIONS. 


The United States sends Ministers to 


all foreign countries. These Ministers 
some 
of 
whom in imitation of 


monarchical 
countries have 
had 


their titles 
changed to 
Ambas- 


sadors, 
are 
accompanied 
by 


secretaries and 
other subordinate 


officials, all of whom are paid large 
salaries oat of the United States Treas- 
ury. Ambassador Bayard, who repre- 
wnta'tho United States at the Court ol 
St. James, has been a subject of general 
comment recently because of his utter- 
ances at public assemolagea in England, 
Mini a resolution to impeach him was 
introduced in the House of Kepresenta- 
tiVes recently for political effect. 


As these American legations in for- 


eign countries are quite expensive 
luxuries, why not abolish them ? They 
are a relic of mederial times. They 
were, established by European mon- 
archies which could get no information 
from neighboring States, except that 
furnished by special envoys. There 
were no mail?, no telegraphs, no rail 
roads in thosj days, aud one nation 
was liable et a^y time to send au in 
vading army into an adjoining kingdom 
for purposes of conquest and plunder. 
New all that is changed. There is tele- 
graphic communication between al 
civilized nations and 
much oC the 


diplomatic correspondence is conducted 
direct 
between the 
ministers of 


foreign 
affairs 
by 
wire 
or 


mail. The refusal of Lord Salisbury to 
submit the Venezuelan boundary dis- 
pute to arbitration, as suggested by the 
United States, which is now giving rise 
to much war talk, was sent from Lon 
don to Washington by mail direct from 
Lord Salisbury to our Secretary ol 
State. As this, the most important 
correspondence between Great Britain 
and the United' States, since the Mason 
and Slidell affair in 1861, was entrusted 
to the mails and not sent through Am- 
bassador Bayard, it clearly indicates 
that in these days there is no necessity 
whatever for American legations at 
European courts. 
There are United 


States Consuls at every port wbo see 
that American citizens are protected in 
their rights as such, and ambassadors, 
though doubtless very ornamental on 
State occasions at foreign capitals, are 
entirely useless and can be dispensed 
with by the United States. 


Congress, instead of considering bun- 


combe resolutions to impeach Ambas- 
sador Bayard, should pass an act abol< 
ishing the Foreign Ministry system. 


•WILL THERE BE WAR? 


Just now the voice of a great 


many people in" the United States 
is for war. Senator Chandler of 
New flatashire, who has been spoil- 
ing for a fight for some time, has iu 
trodnced a bill appropriating $100,000,- 
000 for fortifying the sea coast and 
northern frontier of the United States, 
and a similar bill has been introduced 
in the House by Representative Grout 
of Vermont. 
The Senators talked* 


seriously of amending the Hitt bill by 
incorporating in it an enactment of the 
Monroe doctrine aud increasing the 
appropriation to $250,000,000. The Sen- 
ators are unanimous hi supporting 
President Cleveland's interpretation of 
the Monroe doctrine and'Its applica- 
tion to the controversy between Qreat 
Britain and Venezuela. 


Southern papers, such as the Atlanta 


Constitution and the Richmond Dispatch, 
say when the country needs soldiers 
the South will furnish its share, and 
more than its share. As the law pro- 
hibits ex-Confederate soldiers 
from 


serving in the military forces of ihe 
United States, Senator Hill of New 
York has introduced a bill to repeal the 
prescriptive act. 


The whole country, North and South, 


East and West, seems to be putting on 
war paint, still there is only a remote 
probability that there will be any 
serious trouble over the Venezuelan 
question. If the Commission, which 
the United States will doubtless send 
to Venezuela,should upon investigation 
find that Qreat Britain claims no more 
territory than it is entitled to, that will 
end the controversy so far as the 
United States is concerned. If, on the 
other hand, the Commission should re- 
port that Qreat Britain is imposing 
upon Venezuela then the British Gov- 
ernment or the United States Govern- 
ment will have to back down or fight 


Though the sentiment 
in Qreat 


Britain, according to the London news- 
papers, is decidedly iu favor of uphold- 
ing the attitude assumed by Lord Salis- 
bury, and the President's message is 
unanimously endorsed by the people of 
the United States, it is not likely that 
these two great nations will resort to 
arms to settle the title to a strip of 
land 
on 
the coast of Venezuela, 


England cannot afford to go to war 
with the United States, and while there 
is a strong war sentiment in both 
countries the controversy is much 
more likely to be settled by the pen 
than by the sword. 


States. In view, however, of the sitna 
tion he ventures to express an earnesi 
hope that Congress in default of the 
inauguration of a better financial sys- 
tem will act take a recess until it has 
by legislative enactment done some- 
thing not only to relieve the ai»prehen 
sion that the resources of this Govern 
meat do not afford a sure guarantee of. 
its financial safety and soundness bn 
to reassure the world that with its 
factors and patriotism, and the ability 
of our citizens to meet under any oir 
cnmstances every obligation the nation 
incurs,do not admit of doubt or,ques- 
tion. He therefore asks of Congresi 
such prompt aid as it alone has the 
power to give to make any sacrifice o 
public interest and public funds to 
prevent the impairment of the public 
credit.
